A S ta rtlin g R u m o r A bout tlie O re g o n . 
Nkw Y ork. March 17th.—The failure lo 
fmu any trace of the schooner which was 
reported to have collided with the steamer 
Oregon is not regarded by m any people 
here as strange. T here is a very general 
impression among those people in a posi­ 
tion to know, that there was no collision, 
but the accident was the result of an en­ 
tirely different cause than that given bv 
the very reticent i fficers of 
the lost 
steamer. 
J he testimony of tiie passen­ 
gers is to the effect that just before sinking 
there was a terrible noise, resembling 
that following the discharge of a piece of 
artillery, and that a verv large portion of 
the end of the steamer where the schooner 
was said to have struck was knocked out. 
The mysterious m anner of the officers of 
the Oregon and the extreme reticence of 
the passengers, together with the reported 
explosive noise and the great damage done 
the steamer, have given rise lo the rum or 
that the disaster was caused by a torpedo 
or dynam ite concealed in the vessel and 
placed there to do much deadlier work 
than the sinking of the vessel.

'W ashington, Mareli 17th.—Your eorro- 
spondent interviewed Morrow to-iiúdit on 
the action of the House Committee on ITor- 
ei.Lrn Affairs, yesterday, in reference to his 
bill. Mr. Morrow said lie believed the 
general understanding o í the results of die 
action of the committee was erroneous. He 
has talked with several members of the 
committee tc-dav, and they had assured 
him that his bill was not killed, but that it 
would come up in connection with the in ­ 
demnity question at the next m eeting- 
that no vote taken yesterday indicated an 
abandonment of consideration of his bill. 
He understood that the President and th " 
Secretary of State were anxious that 
a bill 
in accordance with 
tlie sug­ 
gestions contained in the recent message 
should be formulated without delay, and 
that the committee desired to consider 
both subjects—that of additional restrictive 
legislation and after that of indem nity— 
together. 
Mr. Morrow’s attention was 
called to a published statem ent to the effect 
that the Chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee had been informed by the 
President and Secretary of State tfiiit the 
Morrow bill was in violation of the exist­ 
ing treaty stipulations in at least four par­ 
ticulars, and that if the hill was pussedbv 
Congress the President would he constrained 
to veto it. "I can hardly believe that." 
said Mr. 
Morrow. 
“ I 
have 
talked 
with the 
President, Secretary Bayard 
and Assistant 
Secretary 
Porter about 
my 
bill, 
and 
explained 
all 
its 
provisions. They all listened attentively 
seemed to comprehend thefttll object of the 
measure, and there was no intimation from 
either that any of its provisions were in 
any way violative of tlie treatv obligations. 
Wmle neither indicated tba't he fully in­ 
dorsed the bill. I felt encouraged by mv 
conversations with them to believe tha’t 
they were not unfavorably disposed 
As 
to the four points referred to,” continued 
Mr. Morrow, ” I suppose them to be the 
two-year certificate limitation, the num ber 
ot Chinese to be brought on shij s, the re­ 
quirem ent of a photograph on tiie certifi­ 
cate for identification, and tiie extension of 
the Restriction Act for twenty years—all 
these propositions I am prepared to sustain 
by argument. The two years’ limitation 
of tiie life of a certificate was decided upon 
after ven- careful study on the subject, and 
it is the opinion of many em inent jurists 
that it does not conflict with the treaties. 
If you go to China, and want to travel in 
th em : i 
. you receive a passport which 
lasts you for a year, and at tlie end of that 
tinte you can be arrested by any Chinese 
official and turned over to the nearest 
American Consul. 
You travel abroad, and 
you are given a passport which lasts for one 
year, but may be vised for another year. In 
our treaties with the German Confederation, 
with Ecuador, Peru, Norway and several 
other States, there is a lim it fixed at which 
persons going from one country to the 
other, and not returning, are considered to 
have forfeited their citizenship. That lim it 
is two years, and the limitation as to the 
life of a certificate is analogous to that. As 
to the num ber of passengers, the bill pro­ 
vides that a ship shail bring one Chinaman 
to every two tons of registered burden. 
This certainly can violate no treaty stipula­ 
tion. It is a regulation which is ‘perfectly 
proper to be made, jnst as quarantine 
regulations 
are 
made 
for 
sanitaiy 
purposes. 
As to 
requiring 
a 
photo­ 
graph 
on 
the 
certificate 
for 
iden­ 
tification, 
this 
is 
simply 
following 
out tlie plan adopted by the Chinese them ­ 
selves. 
W hen the restriction law was first 
passed, and the Chinese thought tliev could 
issue certificates, everyone of those issued 
in Hongkong bore the photograph of the 
person to whom the certificate was issued. 
The adoption of this method of identifica­ 
tion by the United States cannot violate 
any treaty stipulation. 
As to the exten­ 
sion of the life of the Restriction Act to 
twenty years, I hold that if we can pass an 
Act for five years, we can pass one for ten 
fifteen or twenty years—any period which 
is reasonable. Now, tw enty years is a long 
time in the life of an individual, but not an 
unreasonable period in tlie life of a nation. 
I cannot see that these provisions are in 
violation of any existing treaty stipula­ 
tions, and I do not comprehend the sudden 
hostility to the bill, which at first was cor­ 
dially received by the committee.

A reward of $50 has been 
offered for its recovery. Anderson has been 
quite ill from tbe effects of the accident. 
A large mass meeting was held at Sitka 
on the 3d, at which resolutions were passed 
earnestly asking tlie President to urge Con­ 
gress to extend the land laws over Alaska.

In response to th e published call, there 
was a m eeting of leading fruit-grow ers 
held at G rangers’ H all yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. W . A. H ughson presided, and E. Greer 
was Secretary. 
The C hair stated that the 
m eeting had been convened to consider 
w hether it was advisable for the fruit­ 
growers of Sacram ento county and vicinity 
to form an organization lor the purpose of 
co-operating w ith 
the 
California F ru it 
I nion, or the grow ers act independently. 
R- D. Stephens, in order to bring the 
subject into form for discussion, m oved 
that an organization- he form ed to co-oper­ 
ate w ith the State organization. 
T he m o­ 
tion was seconded by Senator R outier. 
Trustees Sol R unyon and C. \V. Reed, of 
the California F ru it U nion, being present, 
they were requested to m ake a statem ent 
of the action taken by the Trustees at their 
m eeting on th e 10th inst. 
M r. R unyon re­ 
sponded, saying that a contract was entered 
into betw een 
the T rustees and P orter 
Bros. Com pany, of Chicago, w hereby the 
latter is to sell on com m ission all fruit for­ 
warded by the U nion for sale; th at P orter 
Bros. Com pany is to receive the fruit when 
loaded on the cars at Sacram ento, or at 
other shipping points in California, am i 
take full charge of disposing o f it. collect­ 
ing 
paym ent 
therefor, paying 
freight 
charges, etc.; and for com pensation, is to 
receive 10 per cent on the gross sales ; P or­ 
ter Bros, to he responsible for all fruit sold 
and to m ake prom pt returns. 
This, Mr. 
R unyon stated, was the extent of th e busi­ 
ness transacted, he believed, at th e m eeting 
referred to. 
M r. Stephens asked the speaker w hether, 
at the previous m eeting of th e Board, an 
order was not passed definitely fixing the 
rate o f com m ission for selling" th e fruit at 
5 per cent., and w hether letters were not 
read by the President of the Board at that 
m eeting, from various dealers in cities at 
tiie East, offering to sell the fru it of the 
U nion at th at rate? 
Mr. Runyon replied th at such was the 
fact. 
Mr. Stephens 
further asked w hether 
another 5 per cent.—or, say, $50—was not 
to be assessed, as dues to the U nion, upon 
every carload shipped, to he paid by the 
grower, thus m aking 15 per cent, to be paid 
by the grower upon ail his fruit, in addi­ 
tion to w hat lie pays upon his stock held 
in the U nion ? 
Mr. R unyon said it was decided, as 
stated, to charge 5 per cent, upon th e gross 
sales, for cost of handling and forwarding, 
but it was understood am ong tiie Trustees 
that they would not m ake this extra 5 per 
cent, charge to those who sent th eir fruit to 
be sold by P orter Bros., but only against 
those w ho consigned their fruit direct to 
som e dealer or person, w ithout going 
through the hands of P orter Bros. 
A long and interesting discussion was 
then engaged in by Mr. Stephens, Mr. R un­ 
yon, C. W . Reed, Joseph R outier, G. W. 
H ancock, H . W einstock, W illiam Jo h n ­ 
ston and others, as to the effect the arrange­ 
m ents m ade by the Trustees o f the Union 
w ould have upon the interests of the stock­ 
holders, and as to the benefits to be derived 
from the Union under present status. 
It 
was contended, am ong oilier thi ngs, th at at 
the an n u al m eeting o f the U nion a strong 
tight was m ade by the m em bers from the 
interior of the State to so am end th e by­ 
laws as to place everybody upon an equal 
tooting as to cost of shipping fruit to the 
East, and th e am endm ent was adopted bv 
an overw helm ing m ajority; but that now 
this poiut gained would be entirely an ­ 
nulled by the Board, w hich proposes to 
charge (lie 5 per cent, to those w ho sell 
their own fruit, and thus consign direct to 
th eir purchaser, w hereas those w ho send 
fruit to be sold on com m ission by Porter 
Bros, would save this $.50 or m ore tax upon 
each car. 
It was further argued th at th e effect of 
having all the fruit concentrated into the 
hands o f one agency—P orter Bros., at 
Chicago, to be by them sold—w ould erect a 
m onopoly w hich w ould be so powerful 
as to crush out all outside buyers and ship­ 
pers ; th at it would be for the interest of 
the Chicago com m ission agen to f the Union 
to kill out all com petition, and thus secure 
com m issions upon all California fruit that 
goes to th e East, and th at to effect this lie 
could slaughter the fruit shipped to him , 
by throw ing it in large quantities, at ru in ­ 
ous rates, upon the m arket in places w here 
a com petitor had placed fruit for sale. 
In 
such case the com petitor w ould he killed 
off, and driven ou t of the m arket, at the 
expense of the m em bers o f the Union, 
whose fruit was slaughtered to accom plish 
it, and not at loss of the 1 nion’s com m is­ 
sion agent. 
It was also strongly urged that instead of 
taking action w hich will reduce th e num ­ 
ber of buyers and shippers, it is to the u t­ 
most interest of all fruit-grow ers th at the 
n um ber of buyers and dealers in our fruiLs 
be increased as m uch as possible, from the 
fact th at the greater the com petition the 
sm aller will be the m argin of profit re­ 
ceived by shippers, and this in tu rn m eans 
fair prices to growers, and large sales and 
extension of m arket at the East. 
It was 
claim ed th at the trend of the California 
F ruit U nion was against th e accom plish­ 
m ent of these very desirable ends, and the 
building up o f one of th e m ost com plete 
and ruinous m onopolies ever know n. 
W ashington Porter, of Porter Bros., who 
was present, w as called upon to explain his 
contract w ith the F ru it U nion, w hich lie 
did, approving w hat Mr. R unyon had said. 
H e was asked if 10 per cent, covered the 
charges against th e Union in all cases, and 
he replied that it did, except in em ergency 
cases, w hen h e m ig h tb ere q u irc d to q u ic k ly 
send y lit in sm all lots o n eo r m ore carloads, 
to persons other th an his regular agents, 
in order to dispose of w hat was on hand 
before it rotted. 
In these cases th e com ­ 
m ission w ould depend upon charges m ade 
by sub-agents. 
It was argued by subsequent speakers in 
relation to this th at the question of when 
a case was one of em ergency was alw ays to 
he decided by the com m ission agent of the 
1 nion. and m ight be very frequent. 
In 
fact, a sentim ent of quite general dissatis- 
taction at th e present situation of m atters 
connected w ith the F ru it U nion prevailed. 
Mr. Snow, of Boston, and Mr. Clapp, of 
New Y ork—b oth prom inent dealers in Cal­ 
ifornia 
fruits—w eie present, and 
were 
called upon for expressions of views, but 
refrained from passing upon the effects of 
the regulations of the F ru it U nion. 
Mr. 
1 lapp, however, spoke at length upon the 
necessity o f shipping only the best quality 
of fruit, and th at packed in th e very best 
m anner. 
* 
At the conclusion of the discussion, w hich 
lasted about lour hours, an am endm ent to 
the original m otion was offered by Mr. 
Stephens, so as to read : “ Resolved, T h at 
an independent association of the fruit­ 
growers of Sacram ento and adjacent coun­ 
ties be form ed, 
and th e resolution was 
unanim ously adopted. 
I pon m otion th e C hair was instructed to 
appoint a C om m ute upon O rganization 
and By-Laws. 
T he follow ing w ell-know n 
growers were appointed on the com m ittee : 
G. W . H ancock, R . D. Stephens, C. YV. 
Reed. L. H . Fassett, E. Greer. 
Upon 
m otion th e C hairm an of the m eeting, Dr. 
H ughson, was added to the comm ittee.’

THE NICOLAUS CASE. 


A n o th e r P o s tp o n e m e n t—C o n flict o f S ta te 
a n d F e d e r a l A u th o r itie s. 
A t 10 a. m. yesterday, the tim e set for the 
exam ination of the N icolaus rioters before 
U nited States C om m issioner B. N. Bugbev 
D eputy M arshal T. G. R obinson was served 
w ith a w rit of habeas corpus issued by 
Judge W .C . V an Fleet of the Superior 
Court, com m anding him to have the pris­ 
oners in Court a t 1:30 p. m. 
T he petition 
for tiie w rit recites th at th e m en are u n ­ 
law fully im prisoned, detained, confined 
and restrained of th eir liberty by one T. G. 
R obinson, at th e city of Sacram ento, Cali­ 
fornia. 
ih a t th e said im prisonm ent, de­ 
tention, confinem ent and restraint are’iile- 
gal, an d th at the illegality thereof consists 
in this, to wit : T h at the said T. G. R obin­ 
son, as D eputy M arshal o f the U nited 
States, holds tiie said petitioners in said 
confinem ent under a w arrant issued bv one 
B. N. Bugbey, a Com m issioner o f the 
i nited States Circuit Court, under and by 
virtue of Section 5519 o f the Revised Stat­ 
utes of the U nited Slates, tor the alleged of­ 
fense o f conspiring together and driving 
from the tow n of Nicolaus, S utter county, 
certain aliens, w ho are subjects of tiie E m ­ 
pire o f China. T hat th e said section of the 
Revised Statutes is unconstitutional, and 
the said Com m issioner has no jurisdiction 
of said offense, and the said arrest and con­ 
finem ent of your petitioners by the said T. 
1 . Robinson, upon said charges, is an un- 
arruntable interference by a Federal offi­ 
cial w ith the authority of the G overnm ent 
of this State. 
Upon this show ing A dd. C. H inkson, of 
counsel for the prosecution, asked Com­ 
m issioner Bugbey to continue the cases u n ­ 
til 10 a. m. to-day, and it was so ordered. 
W hen the prisoners were brought into 
Court at 1:30 p. m. G eneral lla rt addressed 
the Court, saying th a t since the issuance of 
the w rit of habeas corpus he had become 
convinced, by the exam ination of au th o ri­ 
ties, th at the Superior Court had no ju ris­ 
diction over persons in charge of a Fed­ 
eral officer, and therefore asked th at the 
petition be w ithdraw n. 
It was so ordered. 
Judge V an F leet said he was convinced 
that he had no authority in the m atter, 
and h ad decided to rem and th e prisoners 
back into th e custody of the M arshal. T he 
Judge referred the attorneys to a decision 
rendered by Judge W allace, in w hich the 
latter referred to the case of A bleniati vs. 
B orth (21 H ow . U. S. Reports, 523), say­ 
in g : T he question of the pow er of the 
State Courts to deal w ith persons detained 
as th e petitioner is (by the Federal au th o ri­ 
ties) was discussed by C h id Justice Taney 
w ith his accustom ed ability, and it was 
there held that w hen th e return to th e writ 
is m ade, and th e State Court or Judge 
is judicially apprised that the party is in 
custody under th e authority of the U nited 
States, they can proceed no further. “They 
th en know ,” says the C hief Justice, “ th at 
the prisoner is w ithin the dom inion and 
jurisdiction ot another G overnm ent, and 
th at neither the w rit o f habeas corpus nor 
any other process issued under State a u ­ 
thority can pass over the line of division 
between th e tw o sovereignties. 
H e is then 
under the dom ain and exclusive jurisdic­ 
tion of tlie I 'nited States. 
If he has com ­ 
m itted an offense against their law s their 
tribunals can release h im and afford him 
redress.' 
Chief Justice Taney, in th e sam e de­ 
cision, also said : “ If th e au th o rity of a 
State, in the form of judicial process or 
otherw ise, should attem pt to control the 
M arshal or o th er authorized officer or agent 
of the U nited States, in any respect, in the 
custody of his prisoner, it w ould lie his 
duty to resist it, and to call to his aid any 
foice th at m ight be necessary to m aintain 
th e authority of law against illegal in ter­ 
ference. 
No judicial process, w hatever 
form it m ay assum e, can have any law ful 
authority outside of the lim its of th e ju ris­ 
diction of the Court or Judge by w hom it 
is issued, and an attem pt to enforce it be­ 
yond these boundaries is nothing less than 
law less violence.” 
Judge A rm strong, of counsel lor prose­ 
cution, says th at Judge Sawyer, of the 
U nited States D istrict Court," issued on 
M onday a writ of habeas corpus, ’out after­ 
wards recalled it. giving as his reason for 
th e latter action th at he th ought the de­ 
fendants had been exam ined. 
W hile in 
San Francisco. Tuesday, Judge A rm strong, 
Consul Bee and U nited States A ttorney 
H eilbron agreed to dism iss all tiie defend­ 
ants but one on th eir own recognizance, 
and as soon as his exam ination was over to 
allow him to be released on habeas corpus. 
T his would be done in order to carry the 
case im m ediately to the Suprem e Court of 
the U nited States, with a view of testing 
th e constitutionality o f th e law. Mr. Iiin k - 
son said he m ade th at proposition to coun­ 
sel for defense yesterday m orning, but they 
refused to entertain it.

Sergean t Ihirwick’» R eport. 
The Signal Service observer at this point 
lias been here five years, and yesterday 
was the first time that snow has been 
visible in March on the coast range of 
mountains. 
Vesterdav afternoon 
large 
bunches and big specks of snow could be 
seen on the 
m ountains from opposite 
Davisville to the northwest as far as the 
eye, aided by a good litld-glass, could see. 
In fact, it is seldom during any portion of 
tiie vs inter season that snow can be seen on 
the coast range, except on the very highest 
peak to the north ot \V oodland, and even 
that peak is not often snowclad. 
Tiie 
tem perature at 4 o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing was 
44°, 
which 
was 
4° colder 
than the day before at the same hour. 
At 1 - m. the tem perature yesterday was42°, 
and llie day before 55°, showing yesterday’ 
noon to have been 13° colder. The tem ­ 
perature at 7 o'clock last night was 40°. and 
the night before that it was .50°, which 
shows la.-; evening to have been 10° colder 
than ti. day previous at tiie same hour. 
The lowest tem perature during the present 
month lias bet it S-S3, and that on the 1st 
and Kith, which is 1° cooler than has ever 
been recorded before by the Signal Service 
self-registering 
thermom eter 
(during 
March). If the mercury declined usrapidlv 
towards the bulb last night in proportion 
as it did yesterday, the lowest thermometer 
will he likely to occur this morning. 
The rainfall at Sacramento was .60 of an 
inch yesterday, making 2.02 inches for this 
m onth, and lU.Sti inches since January 1st. 
The season s total up to January 1st was 
17.20 inches, m aking a grand total of 2.8.00 
inches for this season to date. The whole 
of last season's rainfall was but 10.58 inch­ 
es. This is now the wettest season that has 
visited California since the one of 1807 and 
1808, when the entire season's rainfall 
am ounted to 02.70 inches. This season is 
therefore but 4.73 inches behind the one 
quoted above, and we have yet the half of 
March and the whole of April, May and 
Ju n e to give us the 4.73 inches. There 
may not lie that much moisture precipi­ 
tated in the next three and a half months, 
but in toy opinion the chances are more 
favorable for that am ount in that time than 
less, 
tic s ought to be a glorious year for 
this glorious climate, thereby making the 
people feel gloriously happv and con­ 
tented. 
The total rainfall for each California 
Signal Service Station for the twenty-four 
hours ending at 7 o'clock last night was: 
,'ó>r Cape Mendocino, .11 of an inch ; Red 
,ff, .22 of an inch ; Sacramento, .06 of 
an inch ; San Francisco, 215 of an inch ; 
San l.uis Obispo, .40 of an inch: Los A n­ 
geles, 1.54 inches in less than seven h o u rs; 
San Diego, no report; and Keeler, no rain­ 
fall. 
The weather last night, at the hour in­ 
dicated above, showed a falling barometer, 
rising temperature, northerly winds in 
Oregon and W ashington Territory, accom­ 
panied by clear weather.

XXdTEMKXT IN PORTLAND. 
P o r t l a n d (Or.), March 10th.—1This after­ 
noon there was a rather exciting meeting, 
‘or. strictly speaking, tw o m eetings, at the 
Court-house about the Chinese question. 
Y esterday M ayor Oates issued a call to all 
law -abiding citizens to assem ble at the 
i ourt-house a t 2 o'clock this afternoon, for 
th e purpose of considering th e alarm ing 
grow th of lawlessness. 
T he call concluded as follow s: 
" T h e 
city is full of m en w ithout any visible 
m eans of support, w ho have been driven 
lrom tow ns on tli 
Sound and attracted 
here evidently for the purpose of riot when 
th e tim e comes for the exodus of the Chi­ 
nese. 
O ur citizens are being assaulted and 
robbed, and there is a general apprehen­ 
sion of outrage. 
It seems to be high tim e 
fur all good citizens to cume out and show 
th e disreputable outlaw s that the authori­ 
ties will be sustained by th e people, and 
th at law and order m ust and will be m ain­ 
tained in Portland.” 
An agreem ent to close all places of busi­ 
ness betw een 1:30 and 3 o'clock this after­ 
noon, signed by every bank and nearly 
every wholesale house in the city, was pub­ 
lished this m orning, the closing’ being for 
th e object of allow ing m erchants and their 
em ployes to attend. 
About 1 o’clock this afternoon the anti- 
Chinese societies, num bering about COO. 
stole a m arch. 
They assem bled in the 
Court-room . took possession, and w hen 2 
o ’clock came, only about 300 of the 1,200 
citizens w ho had assem bled could gain ad­ 
m ission to the Court-room . The rem ainder 
gathered in the sm aller Court-room s and 
nails or rem ained outside the building. 
The anti-C hinese 
organization 
¡Kissed 
resolutions deriaring the city and county 
in a state of peace, deprecating lawlessness, 
prom ising personal aid in enforcing law 
an d order and declaring the Chinese an 
unm itigated evil. 
T he resolution passed 
by the A nti-Chinese Congress, February 
13th, boycotting the O m juiitii, was in ­ 
dorsed, the reason given therefor being 
th a t but for the stand taken by th at paper 
th e C hinese would have been out of P ort­ 
land long ago. 
T he citizens’ m eeting gathered in the 
County Court-room was presided over bv 
M ayor Gates, and passed resolutions dé­ 
. d a rin g that " it has ceased to be a question 
w hether the Chinese are a desirable popu­ 
lation or not, and we believe th at it is the 
sentim ent of th is com m unity th at they are 
n o t; hut it has become a question w hether 
law aud order shall prevail and govern this 
com m unity, or w hether we will allow irre­ 
sponsible persons to bring sham e an d d is­ 
grace, riot and anarchy, upon us. 
T hat it 
is our duty to uphold law and order in this 
com m unity, and th a t we will sustain and 
aid the legal authorities in m aintaining the 
sam e. T hat we will not allow any one to 
he prevented through violence or intim id a­ 
tion from w orking for a livelihood, or be 
driven from house or hom e, an d we pledge 
o u r m eans, and, if necessary, our lives to 
uphold the>e principles, and that we will 
do all in our {tower to bring condign p u n ­ 
ishm ent on any who m ay be found engaged 
in riotous and unlaw ful conduct.” 
It was resolved th at the C hairm an ap­ 
point a com m ittee ol fifteen w hose d utv it 
shall b e to c o n sn lt w ith the proper au th o r­ 
ities and adopt such law ful m easures as 
they m ay deem advisable under the cir­ 
cum stances. to the end th at peace and good 
order m ay prevail. 
T he m eetings to-dav 
have created a profound sensation, and are 
the all-absorbing topic of conversation. 
PROPOSED COMPROMISE AT RED BI.l'EF. 
R ed B lufe, M arch ltith.—T he Citizens' 
Anti-Chinese A ssociation m et last night at 
the Court house for the purpose o f taking 
action on the resolutions of the A nti-C hi­ 
nese Association and ascertain w hether it 
w ere possible to unite the associations, the 
proposed Law and O rder society and the 
Anti-Coolie League, the latter now about 
400 strong, under one banner. After listen­ 
ing to reports of returned delegates to the 
¡sacramento Convention, the association 
adopted th e Sacram ento resolutions as a 
platform upon w hich the m em bers were to 
stand. 
A resolution, prepared by McCov. 
pledging those now having contracts with 
Chinese to cease dealing w ith them in any­ 
way at the earliest possible m om ent, was 
also adopted as an article of faith and prac­ 
tice of th e association. 
T his was intended 
to bring w ithin the organization th e m en 
w ho claim they cannot at once dispense 
w ith Chinese help, but are supliosed to he 
w illin g to ju in in the m ovem ent if the plat­ 
form is m ade broad enough. 
For the sam e 
reason th e clause w hich sets forth the fact 
th at the presence of the C hinese here is an 
unm itigated evil, and it is now necessary 
to throw off this foreign incubus, was 
am ended on m otion o f I.. V. H itchcock for 
signature b y those who were not obliged 
to deal w ith Chinese by the substitution of 
a clause pledging th e m em bers from this 
day to cease patronizing th e Chinese in 
an y way. 
A conference com m ittee was 
appointed, to meet a like com m ittee from 
th e A nti-C oolie League, to decide u p o n a 
united p lan of action, w ith a view to the 
p o ssib ility o f u n io n . 
A n in v itatio n was 
e x te n d e d by th e league to the association 
to p articip ate in th e celeb ratio n of theadop- 
tion o f the b o y co tt reso lu tio n s. 


RESOLUTIONS AT CHICO. 
C hico, M arch 
16th. — T he a d jo u rn ed 
m eeting of the A nti-Chinese Association 
of Chico, from last Saturday, was held in 
H enarie H all last night, w ith a crowdetj 
house. 
Delegates H enry, Dorn, Crosette 
and M cM anus reported tlieir experience at 
the Sacram ento C onvention. 
T he follow­ 
ing resolution w as presented by McM anus, 
to be acted on at th e n ext regular m eet­ 
ing : 
We, the members of this association, have as 
our object the elevation of American labor am i 
the displacem ent of Chinese, and in order to 
accomplish our object it becomes necessary to 
have m eans to supply the dem and for labor; 
therefore. 
Resolved. That this association appoint a com ­ 
m ittee ot three to request the Board of Super­ 
visors of this county In m ake an appropriation, 
not to exceed $100 per m onth, for the purpose of 
establishing a laborbureau in the town of Chico, 
and such other places as they m ay deem neces­ 
sary to supply snch labor. 
A nother long resolution was introduced 
by Allen H enry, and he moved that a com ­ 
m ittee he appointed o f the association to 
confer w ith a like com m ittee from the 
Com m ittee of One H undred, looking to a 
union of the two bodies. 
T he follow ing 
were appointed on th at com m ittee: 
A lien 
H enry. Dr. D. L. Deal, Jo h n Devoe, G. W . 
Dorn and I). H . Woods. 
A proposition was m ade to build a steam 
laundry by a stock com pany at $10 a share. 
A good m any shares were taken a t once. 
The m eeting throughout was enthusiastic, 
hut only reason and harm ony prevailed. 


STEAM LAUNDRY AT NEVADA CITY.

T here was nothing new in the railroad 
: situation to-day, rates rem aining the sam e 
! as yesterday, w ith few purchasers. 
It is 
: believed by railroad 
m en th at bottom 
prices have been readied, unless the com ­ 
peting roads w ish to carry passengers for 
nothing. 
T he rate of $5 to th e M issouri 
river is at the rate of about o n e-q u an ero f a 
cent per m ile, w hich entails a considerable 
loss on a haul of 2,000 m iles, in spite of the 
large passenger traffic. 
T he A tlantic and 
l ’acifie has to pay fifty cents to th e South­ 
ern Pacific Com pany for carrying its pas­ 
sengers across the ferry, and has to pro rate 
w ith th at com pany on the $5 as far as Mo­ 
have. 
R oughly estim ating this at $1, the 
A tlantic and Pacific and A tchison roads 
will receive about S3 50 for carrying a pas­ 
senger to K ansas City. 
On the other hand, 
the Southern Pacific lias, it is understood, 
to pr<i rate w ith th e U nion Pacific, which 
will give it about $2 25 for carrying the 
passengers to Ogden. 
On through tickets 
to Chicago and New Y ork, the Iow a lines 
claim $5. and ihe lines from Chicago to 
New Y ork, $15. 
U nless these Eastern 
lines come into the fight, w hich is not 
probable, it is difficult to see how rates can 
fall lower than at present. T here are, how ­ 
ever, no rum ors in this city of a prospect of 
an im m ediate cessation o f th e war. 
It is learned th at low rates of freight 
have stim ulated country m erchants to buy 
direct from Eastern w holesale dealers, and 
th at m any carload lots of goods for the in­ 
terior have been or are being brought over­ 
land. 
T his will effect the spring trade of 
.San Francisco w holesale m erchants, who 
are, it is thought, pretty well stocked at 
present. 
Retailers in this city purchasing 
from Eastern dealers th ro u g h ’ com m ission 
houses, and country dealers im porting 
goods lrom the East,"is calculated to m ake 
the wholesale houses in ibis city pray for a 
speedy peace.
